Though we do not claim to be well 
posted in base ball jurisprudence, we 
think we can safely make the fellow- 
ing answer to the questions pro- 
pounded : 

First. According to the rules of the 
National Base Ball Association, if we 
mistake not, no person is allowed to 
play in a match game except he bea 
regular member of the club he repre- 
sents. Certainly no club has a right 
to change its players by using other 
than those who were its members at 
the time the challenge was given or 
accepted. Any club deviating from 
above the must be considered as hav- 
ing actedjunfairly and, as a conse- 
quence, forfeits the game. 

Second. The game should have 
been confined to the pupils of the 
schools, or the side going outside to 
select players should have apprised 
the opposing club of such action and 
obtained their consent to the arrange- 
ment. 

We do not wish to be understood 
as taking sides in the dispute, if dis- 
pute there be, in regard to the contest 
to which the above communication 
refers. We only answer the ques- 
tions asthey were propounded accord- 
ing to what knowledge we have of 
the rules governing the conduct: of 
match games. It is understood that 
all clubs, whether members or not, 

lay by the rules laid down by the 
National Base Ball Association. 


CONCORD, LEXINGTON-AND THOM- 
ASVILLE.—Our traveling correspon- 
dent sends us the following : 


‘Concord, in Cabarrus county, on 
the North Carolina Railroad, about 
32 miles west of Salisbury, is a very 
flourishing town of about one thous- 
and inhabitants. It is situated ina 
very productive cotton and grain 
growing country—an average of 7,000 
bales of the former staple, and large 
quantities of corn and flour are an- 
nually shipped therefrom,j conse— 
quently the merchants drive a pros- 
perous trade, the most prominent 
selling from twenty to thirty thous- 
and dollars worth of goods during the 
year. The town is steadily progres- 
sing. Several private residences and 
stores and a handsome Presbyterian 
chureh are being constructed, and 
many other buildings are contracted 
for. The cotton factories of Jno. Mc- 
Donald and J. R. Neisier, the former 
on the northern limits of the town, 
and the latter seven miles south 
therefrom, do an extensive business, 
and add to its material. prapeny by 
affording employment to a consider- 
able number of operatives. The peo- 

leof thissection being comparatively 
little affected by the war, and being 
a self-sustaining class, have, as a gen- 
eral thing, by hard work since the 
surrender cleared themselves from the 
incubus of debt, and are mostly in 
good circumstances. The financial 
status of the county is strikingly 
healthy, a surplus of five hundred 
dollars over all indebtedness remain- 
ing in the Treasury. A novel county 
enterprise for North Carolina is now 
going on in the shape of a fine iron 
bridge, to cost five thousand dollars, 
which is being erected over Rocky 
river, eight miles south of Concord. 


About thirty miles east ofthis place, 
on the same Railroad, is Lexington, 
the county seat of Davidson, which 
is also quite a thriving village. 
Though not shipping so much cotton 
as Concord, it deals much more ex- 
tensively in flour and corn. A very 
large business is also conducted in 
hay and dried fruit. The firm of RK. 
T. Earnhardt, alone shipped several 
fallsago, after a propitious season, 
twenty thousand dollars worth of the 
latter commodity. One of the insti- 
tutions of Lexington is the comfor- 
table abode of mine host, Squire 
Lowers, a good natured German, 
who keeps an excellent house, made 
all the more agreeable from the good- 
natured smile and hearty welcome 
that greet the wayfarer. 

Thomasville, in the same county, 
on the Guilford and Raddolph coun- 
ty line, is surroundered by a splen - 
didly timbered country. The mer- 
chants buy and sell many thousand 
railroad sills, and large quantities of 
staves are sent to Norfolk, from 
whence they are exported to the West 
Indies and Southern Europe. 


| Near by are many excellent saw 


mills from which are shipped a con- 
‘siderable amount of lumber. 

Thus this section of our State, like 
many others, possesses all the natu- 
ral advantages fora flourishing coun- 
try. With our fertile soil, healthy 
climate, cheap lands, and excellent 
facilities for manufacturing purposes, 
every inducement is offered to the 
immigrant. Whenimmigration and 
capital shall have set their course to- 


’ wards our favored country, then will 


our waste places disappear, our water 
courses resound with the busy hum 
of machinery, and our hills and val- 
leys teem with the luxuriant growt 
of the products of the soil.

THe old saying that revolutions 
never go backwards, has met with a 
decided contradiction in the West. 
At one time it looked as if the tem- 
perance crusaders would sweep every- 
thing before them, yet we find that 
the new City Council of Cincinnati 
has repealed all the Sunday and 
Temperance ordinances by the heavy 
vote of 38 yeas to 5 nays. 


Books are about to be opened in 
Newbern and the surrounding coun- 
try, composing the district of the 
Atlantic Council of Patrons of Hus- 
bandry, to solicit subscriptions to the 
capital of a cotton factory, to be 
started at Newbern. This is a move 
in theright direction, and we would 
like to chronicle similar ones from 
every portion of the State. 


THE farmers of Oregon have met 
in State Convention and organizeda 
Farmers or Anti-Monopoly Party. 
They placed in nomination a full 
State ticket. The platform sets forth 
that there is no hope but in the peo- 
ple to correct the extravagance and 


corruption prevailing in State and | 


national administrations, and that 
officials paid by the Government 
should devote their full time to the 
Government. 


MaJor W. DUNHAM, who 
has been confined to his room in this 
city since the adjournment of the 
Legislature, has, we are glad to know, 
sufficiently recovered to go upon a 
brief visit to his relatives in Wil- 
mington. He will return to this city 
in some week or ten days, when he 
will go upon the Editorial stat of the 
NEWS, his health having prevented 
his doing so heretofore. His vigorous 
pen will doubtless be felt in the sum- 
mer campaign. 


THE burning of the Haxall Flouring 
Mills in Richmond, Va., on Tuesday 
night, will prove a severe loss to the 
commercial interests of that city. 
These mills were among the largest 
in the world and were built some 
forty years ago. They escaped the 
terrible conflagration resulting from 
the evacuation of Richmond in 1865, 
though everything around them was 
burned. The loss will reach some 
$500,000, with an insurance of some 
$300,000. We doubt not but that the 
mills will be immediately rebuilt. 


‘THE colored troops fought nobly” 
—in the slight skirmish which oc- 
curred in the streets of Little Rock 
on Tuesday evening between Bax- 
TER’S colored troops, some of the citi- 
zens and a portion of the forces under 
Col. Rosk. The firing was commen- 
eed by the discharge of a pistol at 
Col. WHITE, commanding a regi- 
mentof BAXTER’s blacks, which was 
followed by some two hundred shots 
from citizens and soldiers, which 
caused BAXTER’S negro troops to 
retire rapidly from the streets, The 
firing resulted in the serious wound- 
ing of Major D. F. SHALL, who was 
at the Mansion House, the wounding 
of Gen. W. A. CRAWFORD, in the 
head and the slight wounding of two 
darkies. 


CREMATION clubs are being organ- 
ized in several portions of the coun- 
try. The Augusta (Ga.) Chronicle 
says: “Several gentlemen of this 
city propose organizing a cremation 
club sometime during the coming 
week. They number already six or 
eight, and have embraced the cause 
with enthusiasm. We learn that 
they have written to several well 
known gentlemen of this and other 
States asking their opinion of the 
movement.’”?” The newborn desire of 
some people to be burned is rather re- 
markable, in view of the fact that 
unless many of them change their 
course of living they will be grati- 
fied to their hearts’ content hereafter, 
and ‘without any trouble to them- 
selycs. 


A LARGE meeting of the business 
men of Richmond, Va., was held on 
Tuesday night to consider the ques- 
tion of changing the guage of the 
Richmond and Danville Road to 
Greensboro,and toconsider the action 
of the Chamber of Commerce of 
Richmond which had approved the 
change of guage. Col. Burorp, the 
President of the Road, addressed the 
meeting explanatory of the necessity 
to his Road and to the interests of 
Richmond that the change of guage 
should be made. During the pend- 
ing of the resolutions disapproving 
the change, and urging the Legisla- 
ture to pass a measure preventing 
the Lynchburg and Danville Road 
from tapping the Piedmont Road in- 
side the North Carolina fine, the 
announcement of the burning of the 
HAXALL Mills caused the meeting 
to adjourn without any final action 
being taken. 


THe Little Rock muddle, or the 
contest between Brooks and BAx- 
TER, has not yet been settled, al- 
though it is thought both parties will 
agree to a compromise to the 
end that the Legislature — be 
called together to seitle the question. 
Both parties are still defiant, both 
backed by armed forces, while the 
strong arm of the Federal govern- 
ment is interposed between them to 
prevent bloodshed. There has been 
some little firing between the troops, 
but only of a desultory character, 
and a few citizens have been arrested 
only to be released again. A Little 
Rock dispatch makes the rather caus- 
tic remark that the troops upon both 
sides, composed mostly of blacks, 
“bear patiently therestraint imposed 
by the Federal troops.”? Weshouldn’t 
wonder. 

P. 8.—Since the above Was placed 
in type our noon dispatches record 
the fact that ‘“‘the civil war is over.’’ 
The particulars of the cessation of 
hostilities are not given. 


THE agony concerning the infla- 
tion of the national currency is at 
last over, the President having on 
Wednesday vetoed the Congressional 
bill looking to this end.
